: Onr principal effort in this categafy during the past quarter was the
1 of some 4,500 miorofilmed index cards on PBPRIME citizens resident in
the Duesseldort | oonaular diatrict. The vast majority of the people
listed én the cards wore found to be unsuitable for CABATON work for a variety
of reasoms. Our search finally netted 85 leada who appear, on the basis of
the information available, to bé worthy of initial approached. Past experience
in this area has shown that th%% ons are often difficult to leamte, nay
have moved since giving 1s the information, or are for phyeical

.. @ other reasona simply unable to perform the work of a CABAT(N. In addition, .

it ia impossidle to learn from the cards how long these people intend to N

remain in Germsny. For these reascns we do not expect to be able to recommend

a very high percentage of . tlgpae BS leade for POAs, " However, Project case
o ficers plan to contact ps many of these persons as possible during the next
quarter, and expect to find seme at least who would be good potential agents,

.In another avenue to CABATON leads, we answered during the reporting
period 40 newspaper advertisements placed by persons seeking part-time work,
In doing so we identified owurselves as an (DIBEX personnel office. The results
were discouraging: only five people answered our letters. These persons will
likewiae be ¢contacted during the next quarter. We shall continue thia program
a8 one memns of looating CABATCN leads,

Another promising source ef leads which we are checking into is personnel
files of German citizens fefmerly omployed with (DIEEX. We can have acceas to
the past ten years of local ares files of réligned persens, which contein
considersble FPRQ data, file check results, and sssessment data in the form of
letters from supervisars, The reascns for léaving are given in each casa, and
thie should prevent our etumbling-across malcontents, inoompetents or peracns
with poor records of reliability.

At the end of the report:l.ng period we had POAs ¢n six CABATON agent
candidates, These persons will be approached for recruitment during the next
quarter.

QTHER MAIL FACILITIES:

Our mail facilitiea remain essentially as they were during the previous
gugrter. After conferring with BOB, we have instituted a program of sending
test letters through the German mail system to the home addresses of staffers
in Berlin. Our intention is to determine whether such a method of transmission
would be fast and secure, and therefore useful as an alternate masiis of forwarding
operstimmal mail to BOB, During the reporting period we sent 12 letters to such
addresses. None were tampered with, but it is aP yet unreeolved whether the
ma@f’fmi deligery to Berlin is faster than the APO service. APO delivery to
Berlin, while ueually fast; seems erratic over weekends and PBFRIME holidaye.

We are ewsiting a recommendation from B(B as to whather this German mail channel
ghould be used for the transmission of some CABATON mail. At BOBYs request, we
are now sending all APQ letters registered to insure careful handling.

On test letter program, which was discussed in the Reféreme. was greatly
enlarged during the peet quarter. A total of about 70 test letters were mailed

. covering most of the agents, in addition to the 70 operational letters handled

by the agents during the same period. In the cases of agems who have received

no oparstional mail in some fime, the hendling of a test letter provides the

only means by which they can remain converssnt with their CABATCN responsibilities,
The rationof test letters to operationsl letters handled by the agents was

higher during the past quarter than ever before, We intend to maintdin this

high rate of test letters, partioularly to new agents and to those who normally-
raceive little operational mail.
